Smith also 
said there was no suggestion 
the money was for paying a 
fine. 

In evidence Constable Mc- 


on the scene Constable Smith 
had the £3 in his hand and 
was recording the serial num~- 
bers in his. notebook. Mc- 
Donald asked defendant why 
he offered the money to 
Smith. Sinferosa said he, 
wanted no trouble and gug- 
gested McDonald visit his 
shop and he would he given 
something. McDonald asked 
him did he mean money. 
Sinferosa then suggested he 
forget the other policeman 
and from a roll of notes he 
handed £2 to 'McDonald. 

Sinferosa told the Court 
that while Smith was taking 
particulars he said to him, 
‘I want to pay the fine 
straight away because I have 
no time to go to Court.” He 
gave Smith £3 and was wait- 
ing for a receipt. He waited 
about 10 minutes when the 
other policeman arrived. He 
asked McDonald if he thought 
£3 was enough and gave him 
another £2. 

However, Mr. Duggan, S.M., 
who sat with Messrs. King, 
Lovegrove and Jackson, J.’sP., 
said the bench unanimously 
accepted the evidence of the 
prosécution and found de- 
fendant guilty of all charges, 
Sinferosa admitted a previous 
conviction for exceeding the 
speed limit
